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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  essential  and  increasing  services  for 
which  he  is  responsible. 

The  vital  statistics  need  no  particular  comment,  except  perhaps  to 
note  that  our  still  birth  rate  remains  well  above  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Apart  from  the  usual  biennial,  but  relatively  minor,  epidemic  of 
measles,  notifiable  diseases  were  few.  Tuberculosis  maintained  a  low 
incidence  of  19.7  per  100,000  population.  This  district  was  free  from  polio¬ 
myelitis  and  diphtheria  but  these  diseases  are  still  a  potential  danger  and 
cause  disability  and  death  each  year.  Though  the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis 
in  the  country  was  the  lowest  for  very  many  years,  271  persons  were  at¬ 
tacked,  212  with  paralysis.  Commenting,  the  Minister  of  Health  said  “The 
new  low  record  is  no  reason  to  let  up  on  vaccinations.  Poliomyelitis  can 
always  stage  a  come-back  if  the  people  under  40  who  are  still  unprotected 
do  not  get  themselves  vaccinated  and  if  the  vaccination  of  infants  and 
children  is  allowed  to  fall  off.  We  must  carry  on  till  we  stamp  the  disease 
out  completely.” 

Building  still  lags  behind  demand  and  we  are  a  very  long  way  from 
seeing  all  of  our  population  accommodated  in  houses  with  bathrooms  and 
piped  hot  water.  It  was  impossible  to  provide  homes  for  the  miners  and 
their  families  from  Durham  and  so,  as  a  temporary  measure,  a  site  licence 
for  thirty-two  caravans  was  granted. 

Noise  as  a  danger  to  health  was  the  subject  of  a  number  of  com¬ 
plaints  but  in  none  did  the  level  of  sound,  as  recorded  by  the  indicator, 
reach  the  level  considered  to  be  injurious  to  health.  However,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  owners  of  the  premises  concerned  your  inspectors  had 
the  noises  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  showed  the  same  results  as  last 
year  and  confirmed  the  need  for  the  preventive  measures  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act.  There  is  no  doubt  that  significant  improvement  can  be  achieved 
in  that  way  but  it  is  open  to  question  whether  the  open  fireplace  as  the 
source  of  heat  should  be  perpetuated. 

The  water  supply  was  strained  to  the  utmost  and  the  need  to  bring 
the  new  source  at  Far  Baulker  into  operation  as  soon  as  possible  became 
apparent.  Fluoridation  was  discussed  and  comment  will  be  found  in  the 
report. 

Publicity  was  given  to  the  facts  on  smoking  and  it  was  expected  that 
one  of  the  mobile  units  would  visit  the  town  in  1963.  In  my  opinion,  the 
best  way  to  minimise  smoking  is  to  encourage  interest  in  recreations 
which  will  automatically  reduce  the  desire  to  smoke  and  to  provide  ade¬ 
quate  facilities  for  their  enjoyment.  The  amenities  of  the  proposed  new 
swimming  baths  and  your  assistance,  which  I  hope  will  be  continued,  with 
the  athletics  ground  on  Mansfield  Road  are  valuable  prophylactic 
measures. 

A  safe  food  supply  was  ensured  by  the  vigilance  of  your  inspectors 
and  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  recorded. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues,  the  Surveyor  and  Water  En¬ 
gineer,  Sewage  Works  Manager,  Housing  Architect  and  the  Housing  Man¬ 
ager — whose  comments  after  the  first  three  years’  experience  of  the  homes 
for  aged  persons  will  be  found  in  Section  D — and  to  the  Chief  Inspector 
of  Police  who  have  supplied  information  included  in  this  report. 

Congratulations  to  Mr.  P.  N.  Townsend  who,  after  being  a  pupil  in  the 
department,  qualified  as  a  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  joined  our  staff  in 
August. 

I  have  enjoyed  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  In¬ 
spector  in  all  the  work  of  the  department  and  to  him  and  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  I  express  my  thanks  for  their  willing  and  efficient  assistance. 
I  would  particularly  mention  the  teams  who  in  all  weathers  keep  going  on 
their  often  very  arduous  task  of  keeping  our  homes  and  town  tidy  and 
v/holesome. 

The  serious  and  sympathetic  consideration  you  have  given  to  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  has  facilitated  the  maintenance  of  a  high  stand¬ 
ard  in  your  environmental  Health  Service.

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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1962 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962.  Full  details  of 
the  work  undertaken  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  classified  under 
the  various  headings  of  General  Sanitation,  Housing,  Food  Inspection, 
Atmospheric  Pollution  and  Public  Cleansing. 


With  regard  to  Housing,  we  have  had  a  further  year  of  steady  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  elimination  of  slums;  59  houses  were  demolished  and  159 
persons  in  51  families  were  displaced  and  rehoused.  It  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  some  development  is  now  definitely  planned  for  some  of  the 
older  slum  clearance  sites  which  have  been  derelict  for  too  long. 


This  is  a  district  where  the  hard  core  of  the  slums  has  been  eradi¬ 
cated,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  good  scope  for  the  modern 
redevelopment  of  these  areas.  In  this  district  also,  there  is  still  a  large 
number  of  streets  of  older  properties  which  will  deteriorate  slowly,  and 
your  officers,  with  the  full  support  of  the  Council,  have  made  enormous 
efforts  to  try  and  foster  the  improvement  grants.  During  the  year  under 
review  101  houses  were  modernised  (36  standard  and  65  discretionary). 
This  makes  a  total  of  381  grants  paid,  of  which  120  were  for  standard 
amenities  and  261  were  discretionary.  This  improvement  work  has 
averaged  two  per  week,  but  it  is  not  enough.  The  grant  scheme  has  not 
yet  caught  the  interest  of  the  majority  of  landlords,  and  other  means 
must  be  found  to  stimulate  their  enthusiasm. 


This  year  also  produced  a  policy  for  the  implementation  of  Smoke 
Control  areas  throughout  part  of  the  district,  involving  about  1,800 
premises  in  the  next  five  years.  I  only  hope  that  circumstances  will 
enable  us  to  do  more  than  this.  The  survey  of  the  first  area  was  almost 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  ready  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry. 


You  will  notice  also  that  efforts  to  maintain  the  full  inspection  of 
meat  has  continued  and  26,069  carcases  were  inspected.  This  work  is  most 
important  and  must  continue  without  interference.  You  will  also  be 
aware  from  the  evidence  of  the  monthly  report  sheets  of  the  decline 
since  1960  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  meat  which  is  produced 
for  human  consumption. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  four  slaughter¬ 
houses  were  brought  up  to  standard  and  licensed  for  the  appointed  day, 
1st  April,  1962. 


I  am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  their  appreciation  of  the  growth  of 
the  work  in  this  Department,  and  for  their  agreement  to  the  appointment 
of  a  further  Inspector.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  McKean  for  his 
continued  close  co-operation  and  support,  and  to  all  the  Inspectors,  Miss 
Severn  and  Staff  for  their  hard  work.

Twenty-five  infants  were  reported  as  suffering  from  jaundice  and  all 
progressed  favourably,  two  of  them  after  an  exchange  transfusion.  Thir¬ 
teen  of  the  mothers  were  Rh  positive  and  twelve  Rh  negative.

Sixty-four  infants  born  alive  were  premature  by  weight,  an  incidence 
of  9.2%  of  live  births.  Forty  of  the  infants  were  in  the  higher  age  groups 
and  all  survived  at  one  month.  Fatalities  were  almost  entirely  confined 
to  the  lowest  weight  group,  under  31b.  4oz.  The  total  survival  rate  was 
89%. 

Fifteen  confinements  were  at  home  from  which  eight  babies  were 
subsequently  admitted  to  hospital,  where  the  other  forty-nine  births  took 
place.

There  were  eighteen  still  births,  twelve  of  the  infants  being  prema¬ 
ture  by  weight.  Though  less  than  last  year,  the  rate  of  25.2  remained 
considerably  above  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  (18.1). 

In  half  of  the  cases  there  was  a  known  hazard  of  pregnancy.  One  Rh 
negative  mother  aged  thirty-nine,  recorded  in  last  year’s  report,  had  an¬ 
other  still  born  infant  this  year.  Only  the  first  of  her  six  pregnancies — 
in  1956 — resulted  in  a  live  child. 

Two  of  the  mothers  attended  an  ante-natal  clinic,  the  others  being 
supervised  by  General  Practitioners.  Fifteen  of  the  confinements  were  in 
hospital.

The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  the  combined  rate  for  still  births 
and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week,  was  35  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births,  compared  with  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year 


Seventeen  infants  failed  to  survive  the  first  year  of  life,  giving  a  rate 
of  24.4  compared  with  22.1  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire  and 
21.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Five  of  the  infants  failed  to  complete  their  first  twenty-four  hours  of 
separate  existence,  and  the  chief  cause  of  death  was  prematurity. 

With  one  exception,  all  the  older  infants  succumbed  to  respiratory  in¬ 
fections,  of  which  two  were  terminal  episodes  in  cases  of  congenital  mal¬ 
formation.  One  of  the  others,  who  died  at  the  age  of  six  months,  was  the 
fifth  infant  in  the  family  to  die  of  respiratory  infection,  and  the  mother, 
aged  twenty-eight  years  and  Rh  positive,  has  no  surviving  child  from  her 
seven  pregnancies. 

Two  of  the  mothers  had  ante-natal  supervision  at  the  clinic  and  the 
others  attended  their  own  Doctor.

According  to  the  Registrar  General,  fourteen  men  and  two  women 
died  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  their  ages  ranging  from  forty-four  to  seventy- 
seven  years.  Our  records  show  thirteen  men  and  three  women. 

Deaths  from  bronchitis  were  not  significantly  different  from  last  year, 
the  slight  increase  in  men  being  more  than  offset  by  the  decrease  in 
women.

Pneumonia  caused  the  only  death  amongst  pre-school  children,  the 
victim  being  a  little  girl  suffering  from  cerebral  palsy. 

Three  school-children  died  during  the  year,  the  cause  of  death  being 
haemorrhage  from  a  scratch  in  the  case  of  a  boy  aged  eight  and  suffering 
from  haemophilia,  broncho-pneumonia  in  a  boy  aged  thirteen  who  had 
thrombocytaemic  purpura,  and  intussusception  in  a  girl  aged  thirteen 
years. 

Four  adults  aged  from  twenty-three  to  fifty-six  years  died  as  a  result 
of  road  traffic  accidents,  three  of  which  occurred  outside  the  district. 
Three  involved  motor  cars  and  the  other  a  motor  cycle.

Water  Supply 

The  Local  Inquiry  was  held  in  October  and  it  was  anticipated  that  the 
proposed  Water  Board  would  function  from  April,  1963. 

The  water  mains  were  extended  by  one  thousand  and  forty  yards. 

All  the  dwelling  houses  are  supplied  from  the  public  mains  direct, 
except  one  isolated  house  which  is  supplied  by  a  well,  and  appropriate  in¬ 
structions  have  been  given  to  the  tenants  on  safety  measures.  There  are 
five  caravan  sites  supplied  from  the  mains  by  standpipe.

In  the  past,  the  quantity  has  proved  just  adequate  but  it  depended  on 
maximum  contributions  from  sources  other  than  our  own  at  Rushley.  In 
July  the  Surveyor  drew  attention  to  the  rather  critical  situation  which  be¬ 
came  acute  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  agreed,  after  full  consul¬ 
tation,  that  it  would  be  possible  to  obtain  an  emergency  supply  from  the 
Far  Baulker  Joint  Water  Committee’s  source  at  Far  Baulker,  by  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  temporary  pump  in  one  of  the  bore  holes,  and  pumping 
direct  into  the  distribution  network  of  any  of  the  constituent  authorities. 
Arrangements  were  accordingly  made,  including  the  usual  precautions  to 
prevent  contamination. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory  and  was  checked  by 
regular  analyses. 

Thirteen  samples  of  chlorinated  Rushley  water  were  submitted  for 
chemical  and  forty-one  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  were  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

From  the  Meden  Valley  supply  four  chemical  and  sixteen  bacteriolo¬ 
gical  examinations  were  made.  One  of  the  latter  was  unsatisfactory  but 
satisfactory  on  resampling. 

The  supply  from  Mansfield  was  also  shown  to  be  satisfactory  by  the 
results  of  two  chemical  and  fifteen  bacteriological  samples  submitted  for 
examination. 


Fluoridation 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  my  report  to  the  Council  of  3rd 
November. 

“The  dental  condition  of  British  children  has  deteriorated  over  the 
last  twenty  years  and  it  is  possible  that  their  teeth  are  amongst  the  worst 
in  the  world. 

The  condition  of  children’s  teeth  in  Nottinghamshire  is  about  the 
same  as  the  national  average,  and  there  are  no  significant  differences  be- 
between  individual  districts  in  the  county. 

The  fluoride  content  of  water  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  was  es¬ 
timated  in  1956  and  gave  the  following  results  in  parts  per  million  : —

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The  application  of  the  recommendations  of  the  study  committee 
could,  therefore,  be  put  into  practice  in  this  district  with  advantage.  Our 
supply  comes  from  three  sources,  two  of  which  are  not  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  and,  should  fluoridation  be  adopted, 
it  would  be  of  very  doubtful  value  unless  applied  to  each  source.  It 
would  be  an  advantage  if  the  constituent  districts  of  the  proposed  Water 
Board  were  in  agreement  on  fluoridation. 

I  think  it  should  be  emphasized  that  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  is 
NOT  an  alternative  but  an  ADJUVANT  to  the  practice  of  sound  oral  hy¬ 
giene,  and  it  is  just  as  important  for  parents  to  train  their  infants  in  pro¬ 
per  eating  habits,  and  to  control  their  consumption  of  sweets,  and  to 
teach  children  to  clean  their  teeth  properly  and  regularly  and  particularly 
at  bedtime.”

The  tables  below  show  the  estimation  of  the  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  by  the  volumetric  method. 

The  Council  duly  considered  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  Circulars  Nos.  4/'62  and  38/60  and  decided  on  a  five  year 
programme  up  to  1966.  This  programme  involves  five  areas  and  approx¬ 
imately  one  thousand  eight  hundred  premises,  but  time  will  show  if  this 
figure  can  be  increased. 

The  survey  of  the  No.l  Smoke  Control  Area  commenced  in  July  and 
this  involved  about  three  hundred  premises,  including  Council  houses, 
business  premises  and  private  residential  properties.

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Collection 

Public  Cleansing — Refuse  Collection 

Every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  our  weekly  collection,  and  only 
small  arrears  occurred  after  the  normal  Bank  Holidays  which  were  soon 
caught  up.  It  was  not  found  possible  to  equip  the  third  team  with  a 
larger  capacity  vehicle  and  crew  cab,  but  this  we  intend  to  do  next  year. 


Reconditioning  and  repair  of  vehicles  continued  in  our  workshop. 

This  refuse  service  is  now  handling  in  the  region  of  750,000  bins  a 
year  and  credit  is  due  to  the  standard  of  work  by  the  refuse  collectors. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  did  present  more  problems.  The  acquisition  of  ad¬ 
ditional  tipping  areas  has  not  proceeded  as  quickly  as  was  first  anticipated 
and  they  are  not  yet  available.  It  was  decided,  therefore,  to  put  an  extra 
layer  of  refuse  on  Charnwood  Street  Tip  and  this  is  progressing  satisfac¬ 
torily.  Some  nuisance  did  arise  from  the  access  roads  and  the  deposits 
of  mud  from  vehicles  during  wet  weather  and  efforts  were  made  to  use 
the  two  separate  roads  at  Columbia  Avenue  and  Charnwood  Street  alterna¬ 
tively,  in  order  to  give  resting  periods  for  thorough  drying  out  and  sweep¬ 
ing. 

Cesspool  Cleansing 

This  service  is  operating  quite  efficiently  but  the  demands  are  in¬ 
creasing  steadily.  In  collaboration  with  the  Surveyor’s  Department,  we 
are  now  asking  all  owners  of  new  property  being  built  with  cesspool  or 
septic  tank  drainage,  to  make  proper  access  for  the  cesspool  emptying 
machine. 


Salvage 

The  Paper  Mills  continued  to  impose  the  limited  tonnage  from  Local

Block  of  27  Flats  with  Common  Room  at  Union  Street,  Sutton-in-Ashficld 

This  block  of  flats  was  occupied  in  April  1660  and  consists  of  27  one- 
bedroom  self  contained  flats  on  two  floors  with  a  centrally  situated  Com¬ 
mon  Room  and  Warden’s  Flat. 

The  Common  Room  Section  includes  Entrance  Hall,  29  x  25  ft.  Com¬ 
mon  Room,  Kitchen,  toilets  and  storeroom.  The  Common  Room  is  heated 
by  a  Marvec  Convector  fire  burning  solid  fuel  and  three  electric  convector 
heaters. 

Each  fiat  is  self  contained  and  heated  by  a  Marvec  Convector  fire. 
The  majority  of  the  flats  have  a  hot  water  radiator  in  the  bathroom. 
Each  flat  is  connected  to  an  indicator  board  in  the  Warden’s  flat  by  an 
electric  bell  system,  there  being  a  bell  push  in  the  bedroom  and  one 
fixed  to  the  wall  over  the  bath. 

The  whole  of  the  success  of  this  scheme  depends  on  the  ability  of 
the  Warden  and  in  this  instance  the  Warden  has  shown  a  real  under¬ 
standing  of  old  people  and  justified  the  hopes  of  the  Council. 

Even  though  there  are  thriving  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs  and  Old  Age 
Pensioners  regular  meetings  in  the  town  which  many  of  the  tenants 
attend  the  Common  Room  is  frequently  used  and  serves  a  very  useful 
purpose.  At  the  present  time  the  Common  Room  is  used  regularly 
three  times  a  week  by  the  tenants  of  the  flats  and  fourteen  adjacent 
bungalows.  The  tenants  have  been  formed  into  a  club  by  the  Warden 
and  there  is  a  small  contribution  of  threepence  per  week.  There  are 
two  club  nights  a  week,  on  Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  a  short  musical 
service  on  Sunday  evenings.  A  non-denominational  service  is  on  a  Thurs¬ 
day  afternoon  once  a  month  through  the  kind  help  of  the  local  Ministers 
Fraternal.  Refreshments  are  served  on  each  occasion  and  attendance 
is  up  to  thirty.  Film  shows  and  concerts  are  occasionally  held  when  the 
attendance  sometimes  goes  up  to  sixty.  All  these  are  organised  by  the 
Warden. 

The  Common  Room  is  used  on  some  afternoons  by  the  tenants  for 
watching  television,  especially  when  football  or  racing  is  televised. 

Other  regular  features  are  the  annual  Christmas  Party  and  bus  trips. 
Two  or  three  of  these  trips  are  arranged  by  the  Warden  each  year,  one 
always  being  an  afternoon  trip  round  Derbyshire. 

Finance  for  running  these  activities  is  obtained  from  donations  to 
the  club  funds,  the  regular  weekly  contribution  of  the  members  and 
their  own  whist  drives,  etc.  Local  people  and  organisations  have  been 
very  generous  in  providing  a  television  set,  books  for  the  Common 
Room  library  and  additional  furniture. 

The  annual  costs  of  the  Welfare  services,  including  the  Warden’s 
flat  and  the  Common  Room  is  just  over  £600  per  year  and  this  is  paid  by 
the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

The  rents  of  the  flats  at  present  are  18/-  per  week  plus  5/5d.  rates 

This  scheme  is  by  no  means  perfect,  there  are  some  things  which 
may  with  advantage  be  altered  in  any  future  scheme,  such  as  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  bell  system  to  include  a  further  bell  push  in  the  living  room, 
the  provision  of  a  covered  way  to  the  Common  Room,  spare  bedroom 
accommodation  might  be  provided  for  relatives  visiting  tenants,  and  it 
may  be  possible  to  instal  a  small  laundry  consisting  of  two  washing 
machines  and  a  dryer.  The  type  of  fireplace  used  needs  careful  con¬ 
sideration.  The  Marvec  Convector  Are  may  be  a  little  too  complicated 
for  the  old  people  to  work  correctly. 

However,  it  would  appear  that  the  advocates  of  this  scheme  have 
been  thoroughly  justified.  The  tenants  are  happy,  they  feel  a  sense  of 
security  from  the  bell  system,  the  Common  Room  is  used  frequently, 
and  it  is  thought  that  the  lives  of  the  tenants  have  been  extended. 

A  further  block  of  thirty-two  flats  with  a  Common  Room  is  at  present 
being  erected  for  the  Council  which  includes  under-floor  electric  heating. 
It  will  be  completed  late  in  1963.

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Re-housing  and  Demolition 

Forty-four  families  were  re-housed  from  individual  unfit  representa¬ 
tions,  and  four  from  re-development  areas  on  certificates  of  unfitness. 

Twenty-eight  families  refused  the  houses  offered  to  them,  preferring 
to  wait  until  accommodation  became  available  in  the  area  of  their 
choice. 

A  total  of  twenty  houses  was  added  to  the  1960  list  of  unfit  properties. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  nine  houses  awaited  official  representation,  and 
thirty-five  families  in  houses  represented  awaited  re-housing. 

The  total  number  of  houses  required  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
forty-four  from  the  lists,  and,  in  addition,  a  number  to  re-house  families 
from  unfit  properties  in  re-development  areas.

Prophylaxis 

Schedule  P  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  used  for 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis 
and  smallpox,  with  the  substitution  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
for  Salk  injections  from  March,  and  the  postponement  of  smallpox 
vaccination  to  one  year  of  age  from  September. 

Vaccination  against  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  was  available  for  organ¬ 
ised  school  parties  proceeding  abroad. 


Diphtheria

munised  child  in  1946.

Smalfpox 


The  last  case  in  the  district  was  notified  in  1929. 

The  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  this  country  helped  to  raise  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  rate  for  infant  vaccination,  and  the  same  stimulus  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  sudden  demand  for  vaccination  by  adolescents  and  more  par¬ 
ticularly  by  adults.  Eight  hundred  and  twenty  seven  persons  over  the 
age  of  fifteen  were  vaccinated,  and  seven  hundred  and  tw'enty-five  re¬ 
vaccinated. 


Two  cases  of  generalised  eruption  following  vaccination  were  inves¬ 
tigated.  In  one,  a  woman  aged  thirty-nine,  successfully  vaccinated  in  in¬ 
fancy  and  again  in  1954,  and  re-vaccinated  at  her  own  request  in  1962,  the 
final  diagnosis  was  chickenpox,  which  had  evidently  been  in  the  incuba¬ 
tion  stage  at  the  time  of  revaccination.  The  other  was  in  an  infant  aged 
seven  months  with  a  history  of  mild  post  auricular  eczema  at  the  age  of 
two  months.  Six  days  after  vaccination  the  local  lesion  was  an  uncom¬ 
plicated  typical  primary  vaccinia.  A  few  days  later  an  eruption  began 
on  the  face,  chest  and  buttocks,  and  there  was  some  erythema  and  swell¬ 
ing  under  the  strapping  dressing.  The  lesions  on  the  face  suggested  vac- 
cinial  origin  and  the  condition  on  the  limbs  was  thought  to  be  due  to  the 
eczema  element.  There  was  no  systemic  disturbance  and  all  lesions 
cleared  up  satisfactorily.

Scarlet  Fever 

Only  six  cases  were  notified,  one  pre-school  child  aged  three  years, 
and  five  school  children  aged  from  five  to  eleven  years,  and  the  incidence 
was  equal  in  the  sexes.  All  were  treated  at  home. 

Three  of  the  notifications  were  received  in  November  and  one  each  in 
the  months  of  January,  April  and  August. 

The  Ward  distribution  was  West  five  cases  and  Skegby  one. 

Meningococcal  Infection 

The  last  notification  received  was  in  1960. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

No  case  has  been  notified  since  1954. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Three  notifications  were  received  from  King’s  Mill  Hospital.  The 
cause  in  two  was  genital  infection  and  no  specific  cause  was  found  in  the 
other.  A  fourth  case  occurred  at  home  and  was  due  to  mastitis.  All 
made  a  good  recovery.

There  were  three  notified  cases.  A  woman  aged  twenty-seven  who 
had  a  baby  in  King’s  Mill  Hospital  on  May  5th  was  transferred  with  her  in¬ 
fant  to  Forest  Hospital  on  May  10th  and  a  diagnosis  of  Sonne  dysentery 
was  confirmed.  The  infant  escaped  infection.  The  usual  investigations  of 
the  patient’s  family  were  made  with  negative  results.  The  other  two  cases 
were  infants. 


Food  Poisoning 

A  man  aged  fifty-four,  who  had  been  ill  for  nine  days  before  notifica¬ 
tion,  was  found  to  have  an  infection  by  salmonellae  typhi-murium.  It  was 
found,  on  investigation,  that  his  wife  had  also  been  taken  ill  with  abdom¬ 
inal  pain  and  diarrhoea  at  the  same  time.  Both  had  consumed  a  meal  in¬ 
cluding  pork  pie  and  salad  some  eleven  hours  before  the  onset  of  symp¬ 
toms  but,  by  the  time  enquiries  could  be  made,  there  was  no  food  residue 
available  lor  examination.  No  other  cases  were  reported. 

A  boy  aged  eleven  years,  admitted  to  Mansfield  General  Hospital  on 
June  30th  with  jaundice,  developed  enteritis  and  was  transferred  to  the 
Forest  Hospital  on  July  3rd  where  his  illness  was  found  to  be  caused  by 
salmonellae  typhi-murium.  The  usual  investigations  of  the  members  of 
the  family  showed  no  evidence  of  infection. 


Gastro  Enteritis 

Two  infants  aged  five  weeks  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  investiga¬ 
tion  and  treatment.  No  pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated.

Eight  new  cases  were  notified,  the  majority  being  in  the  older  age 
groups.  No  particular  occupation  predominated. 

The  youngest  male  was  sixteen  years  of  age  and  had  been  found  to  be 
a  positive  reactor  when  tested  at  school  in  November  1959.  As  a  result  of 
the  chest  X-ray  he  was  referred  to  the  chest  physician  and  kept  under 
observation  until  November  1962,  when  he  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Four  cases  were  in  Ransom  Hospital  when  notified  and  the  others 
were  admitted  within  two  weeks  of  primary  notification. 

Two  of  the  fatal  cases  were  in  men  first  notified  in  1958.  One  was  a 
young  adult  and  the  other  aged  eighty  years.  The  other  two  deaths  were 
of  men  over  seventy  years  of  age  who  had  first  been  notified  only  some 
months  before. 

The  only  non-pulmonary  infection  was  in  a  woman  aged  fifty-two  who 
had  cervical  adenitis. 


Four  males  were  added  to  the  pulmonary  register,  three  on  transferr¬ 
ing  from  another  district,  and  the  other,  removed  in  1959,  was  restored  to 
the  register. 


Fifteen  pulmonary  cases  and  one  non-pulmonary  case  first  notified 
between  1948  and  1957  were  removed  from  the  register  on  recovery.  Two

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B.C.G.  Testing  and  Vaccination 


The  programme  was  extended  to  include  children  aged  eleven  and 
over,  which  explains  the  increase  in  the  numbers  tested,  as  all  children 
attending  Secondary  Modern  and  Grammar  Schools  became  eligible.  The 
acceptance  rate  was  71%  Chest  X-Ray  was  arranged  for  positive  reactors 
after  the  test,  with  repeat  a  year  later,  and  for  strongly  positive  reactors, 
of  which  there  were  two,  after  the  test,  with  repeats  three  months,  one 
year  and  two  years.  No  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  were  found. 

The  highest  individual  school  incidence  of  positive  reactors  was  7% 
and  the  combined  average  of  all  schools  fell  to  5.8%.

Mass  Radiography 


Survey  after  visit  of  Unit  from  26th  March  to  9th  April,  1962. 

No  school  children  were  x-rayed  on  this  occasion  on  account  of  the 
report  of  the  Adrian  Committee.  2,432  of  the  general  public  came  for 
x-ray,  which  is  400  more  than  in  1959.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a 
large  number  i.e.,  44%  were  x-rayed  for  the  first  time. 

No  definite  case  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculo.^is  v/as  discovered,  but 
there  was  one  observation  case  who  had  a  normal  film  in  1954.  She  was 
referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  at  King’s  Mill  Hospital  for  further  investiga¬ 
tion.  Two  cases  of  bronchiectasis  were  “  picked  up  ” — one  a  new  case 
and  one  a  known  case.  The  new  case  was  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic.
